this it was no great step to galloping horses. Then came 
the day when he donned the silks for the first time in real, 
honest-to-gosh competition. 

He was on his way at last. Visions of riding great 
stake horses and handicap stars filled his dreams. Ah, 
this was the life. 

Before long he broke his maiden (rode his first win- 
ner). The horse was Sedalia, a claimer of the cheapest 
kind. The big moment occurred on @ bull-ring in Lancaster, 
Ohio. 


After this, Alf Tarn, one of the best known own- 
ers on the American turf, picked him up. For a couple 
of years the Wisconsin boy hobnobbed with the great 
Johnny Longden, contract rider for Tarn in those 
days. He really had hothing to beef too loudly about.

But those ‘big ones’ he had dreamed about continued | 
to elude him. For one thing working in the shadow of |

So Ray Nielsen cleared out ... came north to Canada, 
when Tarn shipped part of his string to Winnipeg. Almost | 
immediately he started to do “pretty good”’—as they 
mouth it along the shed-row.
